State Girls 
Schools 
Desegregated 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


newly created Arkansas Juve- 
nile Training School Board, in 
a 3-2 split, decided Thursday to 
play all girls in the previously 
all-white Girls Training School 
at Alexander and close the one 
at Fargo that had been used 
for Negro girls. 


The vote to merge the two 


schools came, i in. accordance 
with the' 8th U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals' decision that the fa- 
cilities must be desegregated, i 


One of the two opposing the 


decision was Dr. D. J. Webster, 
a Negro minister from North 
Little Rock. 


Webster, the board chairman, 


said he thought the action was 
"too hasty." 


Webster said he preferred to 


let Paul E. Shipley become ac- 
quainted with the program be- 
fore reaching a decision on the 
matter. 


Shipley, 36, superintendent of 


Lewisville schools, had been 
named earlier in the day as 
executive director of the Juve- 
nile Training Schools Depart- 
ment. 


Also opposing the merger was 


Marion Ward of Little Rock 
who said there had not been 
enough evaluation made to be- 
gin "throwing the girls to- 
gether." 


"You can't do a human life 


that way," Ward said, adding 
that there wasn't enough room 
at Alexander for adequate pro- 
tection or training. 


There are 95 girls at the Far- 


go school and 68 at Alexander. 


The board also adopted a re- 


ception and classification plan 
devised by the Arkansas Re- 
habilitation Service.

Q—Why does exposure to 


the sun cause freckles? How 
can one get rid of them?

sun mobilize the pigment in 
the deeper layers of the skin 
and brings it closer to the 
surface. When the process is 
evenly distributed you get a 
tan and when it is spotty you 
get freckles. 


The best way to get rid of 


them is to avoid exposure to 
the sun. Cosmetic prepara- 
tions that are supposed to re- 
move freckles are not recom- 
mended because so often they 
irritate the skin and their ef- 
fect is so temporary. Masking 
creams are preferable if the 
freckles are a real problem.

If 
they are old-age freckles, a 
skin specialist can remove 
them with carbon dioxide snow 
or an electric needle.

, Dirksen had proposed a crime 
control bill amendment that 
would .allow the attorneys-gen- 
eral of each of the 50 states to 
prosecute alleged subversive or- 
ganizations before the board. 


But amid opponents' 
com- 


plaints that the precedent-shat- 
tering approach went too far, 
the Senate turned him down, 49 
to 27. 


The board was the subject of 


widespread publicity last year 
with the disclosure it had not 
handled any business for nearly 
two years. 


Its five members each draw 


$26,000 a year. 


The agency was spotlighted in 


mid-1967 when it was learned 
that the latest appointee was a 
29-year-old accountant, Simon 
F. McHugh Jr., who had mar- 
ried one of President Johnson's 
secretaries. 


That development prompted 


inquiries into the board's opera- 
tions. When its inactive status 
was disclosed, cries arose in 
Congress for its aoomion. 


But Dirksen moved to pre- 


serve it. He finally won approv- 
al of a measure providing that it 
continue in operation provided 
at least one case was brought 
before it by next Dec. 31. 


Otherwise, it would go out of 


business next June 30.

This was 
proposed to Ambassador Xuan 
Thuy by Ambassador W. Aver- 
ell Harriman in their meeting 
Wednesday and Thuy rejected 
it.Thuy's strategy, 
at least 


through the Wednesday session^ 
has been to use the talks as afo- 
rum from which to present his 
case to world public opinion that 
the United States is guilty of 
aggression against North Viet- 
nam and should end all its at- 
tacks against that country with- 
out getting any North Viet- 
namese de-escalation in return. 


The Harriman-Thuy confer- 


ence is coming to the end of its 
second week with four meetings 
held, including only one this 
week. The next meeting is 
scheduled for Monday, While 
the sessions have been held be- 
hind closed doors, U.S. and 
North Vietnamese, spokesmen 
have made public reports of vir- 
tually everything important that 
was said.
